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PREFACE. 


In  issuing  from  the  press  a  new  Edition  of  so  old  and  justly  cele¬ 
brated  a  work  as  the  Hortus  Cantabrigiensis ,  little  prefatory  expla¬ 
nation  is  required ;  the  yearly  accession  of  new  genera  and  spe¬ 
cies,  by  discovery  in  this  country  or  importation  from  abroad,  as 
well  as  the  constant  alterations  taking  place  from  the  labours  and 
researches  of  botanists,  in  dividing  and  changing  those  genera  and 
species  which  we  already  possess,  yield  a  continually  increasing 
store  of  materials  for  enlargement  and  improvement. 

From  the  title  of  this  work  it  might  be  supposed  by  the  un¬ 
initiated  that  it  was  only  a  catalogue  of  the  plants  cultivated  in 
the  Botanic  Gardens  of  the  University  of  Cambridge;  but  whatever 
the  nature  of  the  work  may  originally  have  been,  it  has  long  ceased 
to  be  so  circumscribed,  having  already  passed  through  twelve  con¬ 
stantly  enlarging  editions. 

The  present  Edition  has  been  entirely  rewritten;  all  the  species 
of  the  former  ones  have  been  retained  where  an  authority  could 
be  found  for  the  names,  but  where  these  were  wanting  the  species 
have  been  rejected.  The  reason  which  has  induced  me  to  adopt 
this  course  is,  that  there  are  many  names  current  in  gardens  which 
have  long  become  obsolete,  as  well  as  many  which  had  never  any 
good  foundation,  having  been  given  by  persons  entirely  unac¬ 
quainted  with  botanical  science.  I  have  therefore  deemed  it  ne¬ 
cessary  to  annex  to  each  genus  and  species  the  name  of  some  well- 
known  botanist,  or  of  works  in  which  such  plants  are  either  de¬ 
scribed  or  figured,  or  both.  How  far  I  have  succeeded  in  my 
object,  a  careful  perusal  of  the  present  work  will  show. 

Woodcuts  of  the  most  common  and  familiar  flowers  are  given  to 
represent  each  Class  and  Order,  which  will  be  found  useful  to  those 
unacquainted  with  the  Linnaean  system  of  botany ;  and  by  care¬ 
fully  examining  the  woodcuts,  and  the  short  descriptions  annexed 
to  them,  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  no  difficulty  will  be  experi¬ 
enced  in  referring  any  plant  to  its  true  Class  and  Order.  I  am 
not  aware  that  any  plant  has  yet  been  discovered  which  cannot  be 
assigned  to  some  one  of  the  twenty-four  classes  of  Linnaeus  into 
which  that  truly  great  man  distributed  the  Vegetable  Kingdom; 
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and  we  may  infer  that  this  system,  although  artificial,  cannot  be 
far  from  perfect  from  this  fact,  that  it  includes  every  plant  yet  dis¬ 
covered.  But  although  I  speak  thus  highly  of  the  Linnaean  sy¬ 
stem,  I  am  very  far  from  undervaluing  the  natural  arrangement, 
which,  when  perfected,  will  no  doubt  be  the  most  comprehensive : 
it  is  not  so  however  at  present,  for  botanists  seem  undecided  to 
what  extent  the  Orders  should  be  carried;  some  desiring  to  extend 
them  greatly,  others  to  reduce  and  divide  them  into  several : — 
which  botanists  may  have  the  clearest  ideas,  time  will  show.  I 
may  further  add,  that  scarcely  a  year  passes  without  some  disco¬ 
very  disturbing  the  very  imperfect  state  of  the  natural  system  as  at 
present  understood ;  my  humble  opinion  therefore  is,  that  the  Lin¬ 
naean  system,  however  imperfect  it  may  be  deemed,  cannot  as  yet 
be  dispensed  with. 

The  great  number  of  species  that  have  been  added  to  the  gardens 
within  the  last  few  years  has  necessarily  enlarged  the  present  Edi¬ 
tion  much  beyond  any  former  one ;  whilst  the  changes  which  bo¬ 
tanists  have  thought  it  necessary  to  introduce  into  the  old  genera 
have  greatly  tended  to  produce  the  same  effect.  No  opinion  is  here 
intended  to  be  given  on  the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of  these 
alterations ;  but  the  fact  of  their  having  been  adopted  in  the  gar¬ 
dens  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  their  adoption  in  a  work  of  this 
nature :  nor  is  there  any  reason  to  doubt  that  botanists,  in  making 
such  alterations,  are  solely  actuated  by  a  desire  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  science.  But  to  preclude  any  ill  that  might  arise  from 
their  introduction  into  the  present  work,  all  the  old  names  of  each 
genus  are  added  in  italics,  so  that  the  student  may  adopt  or  reject 
them  as  his  judgement  may  decide. 

In  the  Index  are  given  in  italics  the  names  of  all  those  genera 
which  are  changed,  with  the  names  of  the  genera  into  which  each 
genus  has  been  divided;  so  that  any  person  unacquainted  with  the 
changes  which  have  taken  place  will  thus  be  enabled  easily  to  find 
out  any  genus  of  which  he  may  be  in  search,  without  the  necessity 
of  perusing  the  body  of  the  work. 

In  the  Twelfth  Edition  were  given  lists  of  Climbers,  Fruit-trees, 
Grasses,  Agricultural  and  Husbandry  Plants.  These  have  been 
also  given  in  the  present  Edition  with  additions  and  corrections, 
which  I  hope  will  be  found  useful,  particularly  to  those  amateurs 
who  are  their  own  gardeners,  as  well  as  to  those  who  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  horticulture,  &c.,  whose  means  preclude  their  obtaining 
more  expensive  works,  for  whom,  indeed,  this  work  is  more  espe¬ 
cially  intended.
